(50, which he re<iueeted should be sant 
to Louis Danne of Chicago. He stnt-d 
in the will that his physician had tuKl 
him thut he had Bri^cht's disease, and h 
conclndfcd to end his misery. 

Donohuo had been drinking hard for 
several weeks and Saturday nifjht wjis 
taken from the Central hotel to Mercety 
hospital for treatment. Early Sunday 
morning he arose, and during the tenijio 
rary absence of the attendimt, t<Hik a i« n 
knife and cut his throat. He died in lebs 
than an hour. Donohue wW 4$ years of 
age and also unmarried.

Toumo, Jan. 8. — An arrest was made 
in Peni, Ind., yesterday whi- li may 
clear up the most mysterious murder 
ever committed in this city. On Dec. 
20, mi, Mrs. Gottleib Stahl, who k. pt 
a saloon at the c«jmer of Monroe and 
Tliirteenth streets, waa murdered and 
robbed of 11,100. The crime was com- 
mitted between the boon of 2 and 4 in 
the afternoon. A reward of |i,000 was 
offered for the oontiotion of the mur- 
derer, and althoogh many saspeots wi re 
arrested, despite strenuous eflorts to the 
contrarj', all were acquitted. 

Sunday the chief of police received a 
measage from Mn. George Kohler, Peru, 
Ind., asking if the reward was still of- 
fered for the murderer of Mn. Stahl, 
and that she had "proof and the man. 
Upon her information her divorced hus- 
band was arrested, and both were 
brought to Toledo yesterday evening. 
Kohler waa a hnokster in this city at the 
time of Um mnrder and lived hem until 
reoentlv. His reputation is neither gtjod 
nor bad. Mn. Kohler claims that re- 
venge and a prosj>ective rew ard wt-re her 
monves in making the information. 
Kohler iirotest.s his iimocence, which he 
claims will be established at his preUiuin 
ary hearing. 

RAN DOWN BY A TRAIN.

Varley were thrown b^ 
tween the two tracks and were so cut to 
pieces that they bad to be gathered up in 
a wheelbaiTow. Mr. Varley's head was 
cms^ at)d bis hair yru satprated witb 
blood and hrabM. Tha ^of» akall was 
fractured.

After several weckiiof hearings and prepara- 
tion the Committee on WHys and Meant of tbe 
House haji formulateil a tarffrblll, which I think 
i« one of the greatest DeiiKXTatlc nuamires pro- 
duced by any Democratic committee Blncc the 
war. The hearingi taken down by the st^nofrro- 
phem ^ake a volume ol nearly 1,1*0 pug-'.i, and 
coniiUt moBtly of (ii)eeche8 made by thu bcncd 
oifcrlee of the Urlff aaking the committer not to 
do it. The bill makes a general cut ail along the 
line amonnting to a redaction of the duties un- 
der the McKlnley bill of about one half the pres- 
•nt rate. Manalacturers' raw material, Includ- 
ing OMl and wool, U made free. 

The argument of Mr. Wilson, Chairman of the 
eommlttee, la that U protecUon la a good thing 
Whj not piOtMt trerybody In ererythlng by 
BWUM ct M tariff and therefore tax everybody 
rieh. B* ooBtMidi that wiwitTar anytwdjr In 
▲aMiloa fMaiv«a anr tMMttt fn» tha Mvlffwme- 
bodj alN to Aaarteamoat loaa tkaaaaM amount 
and that thaMtora protaotlon it a tobtwrr. 

Mr. Biad, iiho ptaparad tha minority laport.

wttUhltlmpoaaa. I think both ara rl«ht 

Variupa tha only mistake Mr. WUaonmakM la 
that ha doaa not taka off all the tariff: bat ha doea 
tha beat ha can tute p w ia n t ooBdMMaand 
may do batter haieatiar. 

The tarlflf bill will be taken up In the House on 
the first day after the meeting of Congress 
lu January, will bo discussed for not more 
than three weeks and passed, 't Is not thought 
that it win be ameude<t in any Important par- 
ticular. The Senate will then take It up Imme- 
diately and amend it by way of some increases. 

The protectionists formerly ridiculed a tariff

The bill will not rmlM enough revenae to pay 
the ezpenaee of the government by Ihe sum of 
172,000,000. To mahe up the difllerence it Is pro- 
poaed to Increate the tax on wblaky to 91 a gallon , 
take the bounty off lagar, raise the rates upon 
eigarettaaandtobaaaoand pat tha tasonpl«y- 
Incoards, lagaeiaa, on tha t aw n oa a of oorporar 
ttona and partiapa a gananl Inooma tax. 

Aititmcaflbrtwtll ba mada to put a tax upon 
■Ofar. That artlelo naad to ylald HOfOOO^f and 
slnaa tha abolition of dia duty tha lOfar raiaan 
hava baan reoatvlnf bonntiaa to tha amonnt of 
•10^,000 a year. We all know what a drop there 
waa In the price of sugar when the tarlflf wai 
taken off. If we are to pay a bounty to the pro 
ducera of sugar why not pay a bounty to the pro 
ducers of grain ; and yet a bounty to the manu- 
fiii'turcrs would be vastly better than Imposing a 
a tariti' tux, lierause If a bounty were paid It 
could be paid directly to wHges. 

1 think that if tliu Wilson hill bo ptussiil in its 
prefcent MUai)e it will result in sue li », n vivul of 
businesti as to forever dooni protoclinn in this 
country and result in free triiilc. Whenever any 
artl<:le of proilucllon Is taxod it ri'.sii i< t.s Its pro- 
dnrlion ami raises tl\i' prlco. 

I thtuk 1 said iu my last Ivtttr that It rvoulil be 
found that the repeal of the Sberniau act wouKl 
.not do anything to relieve the busineaa depres- 
aion. Thaailvaract has been repealed and the 
boiinew depreasion atUl remains, and must re- 
main, I think, until the price of real estate goes 
d0wn and butlneaa geta Into a natural groove. 
Time! will then become good. 

Governor Alger aayi |hat tha paaiaga of the 
WUion bUl will roaolt 1^ a loaa to tha mannlao- 
turen and tha wofting paoffia of flra t h o n ea yl 
fnilUona of dollan »- year. II tha mannfaotor- 
and Oia worUng people loie that amotmt ear* 
talnly somebody wtU gain it, and I aaanot sea 
,;4hat stwh a gain would ba a vary gnat mls- 
* fortune to tha whole people. 

Mr. Otmagta waa in Washington last week and 
had an Intsrrlew with the President. It Is re- 
ported that be gave the President to nndarstand 
that if the UrtiT bo reduced he would rallnqulsb 
his Kovcrnniunt contracts or reduce wages. He 
has made SIA.OOO.OOO out of protection which he 
lavoi^ed on the plea tnat it v/es for the benefit of 
the wcrklugmau, but when it is proposed to take 
any of his enormous profits he is not SO muob in 
favor of the working man. 

When this country ailopt-s free trade, to which 
it is rapidly tending, we will have no article of 
revenue except liquors and tobacco, and the 
qnsstlon will than be what shall we tax in order 
to rate GoTamment, state and municipal reve- 
nues. There is an article wo can tax which will 
yield all the revenues needed, and much more, 
and tha taxing of which will not raise Its price 
to the user, baton the contrary will decrease Ito 
price. That artlala is land. If we tax a blanket, 
or anything alaa aUMla by the hand of man, the 
lilnl ti aannawirnr to lalsa tha prloe, but if we 
tas tha land tha afkat wUl ba to lower Uia price, 
bacanaa man did not maka it and can not In- 
oreaaa or diminish tha snpply of It to any axtent 
whaterar. It waa haia bafoxe ha aaaa and will 
ba hare after he Is gone, and whOa ha la hat* ha 
most use it stnoe he cannot asist althac In watic 
or In the air. 

If by taxing a foreign blanket worth 9i tl, we 
could make it sell for IS, or If by Uxiug It 94 we 
would bo able to get the blanket for nothing we 
would all be in favor of that kind of protection, 
but unfortuuat(!ly the tax upon any article of hu- 
man production must be added to the price and 
often much more than the tax which Is atMol. 
In the case of laud Just the opposite occurs. 
Bvery dollar put upon land si a tax lowers its 
valne to that extent. It is population which 
gives value tn land, and why should not popula- 
tion get tlie advantages of the increased price 
whlkh it solely creates ! 

Mr. Qompers, I'reaident of the Federation of 
Labor, and also Bradstreeu estimaU that there 
are about three million Idle people in the United 
Mates tOHlay. Millions of people are starring 
right in the midst of plenty. The greatest num 
bar of needy people are found iu the cities where 
also Is found the most wealth. Mr. Henry Qeorge 
has pretty elearly proven that progress and pov- 
erty go together under our praaant system. Our 
wealth as a people la vastly inoisaa lng , yet prop 
arty Is increasing. 

It ean nott be that it is either OTe^production 
or anderprodnctlon. It is sald|that th« U!mU 
atppl Valley alone ia isrtila enough to support 
the entire globe, Statlatlos show that tha wealth 
of the United BUtss is Increasing at the rats of 
1760.000,000 a year. Who geti 117 Wealth Is dl 
vlded Into three heads— land, labor uad capital. 



Labor evidently is not getting it Ix'rause wages 
and opportunlilos are ilecrea«ing. I npital in not 
getting it because the rates of interest are grad- 
luUy decreasing, but the Increase in various 
forms goee to land, principally iu the great cen- 
ters of population. Wherever population In- 
orease« the value of land incrcano* with It, and 
that increase li greatest In the center of such 
population. Some pieces of ground In Mew York 
and Chicago ara w«tth many bIIIIom of dollars 
per acre 

There are now In the House of Sepreeentatlves 
between seventy and alghthy membeia who bo- 
llere that all terailnaa ought to ba falaad by 
a tax upon land Tatoas, i ii espe atl rt af improve- 
mant, and fluit piobably wlll ba tha next ques- 
tion to taka tra. 

The valna a< aU tha land in the United States 
la about safantjrthoaaand miUfona of dollars, 
whioh woold be a thoosand dollars Ibr every 
man, woman and chad. Itmaybadbjaetedthat 
the laad-holdeia of the United Btalaa vnght not 
to ba taxed to support the goverment entirely 
and enable the foreigner to flood us with cheap 
goods, bat if the land-holders be compelled to 
pay all the taxes and the foreigner furnishes us 
most of our food and clothing at a merL' nominal 
price certainly America would then be a Utopia. 

Wo have ndopled the kangaroo ballot of 
Australia, and it may bo that the Colony of New 
Zealand will furnish us a good precedent for a 
land lax. New Zealand has adopted a single tax 
upon land values, and It has resulted In a great 
rush to that colony from Australia and other 
places of people who have taken up the land. 
New Zealand owns nearly all the railroads of the 
colony, and derives |i,wu,()&) dollars as rerenne 
from them, lu addition to that she has adopted 
women sufn«ge, but that has nothing to with 
the case. And yet I often wondered why it was 
that if suAraga be a good thing that we 
disfranchise the best half of oar people. Colo- 
rado has been the flist State in the Union to give 
full and ooaplela sofltaifa to women, and it may 
prova to ba a very Important entering wedge. 
Who eaa aay that a land tax and woman anfkage 
wonid not oore many of onr OlsT 

Tha number of MaysriUa beys In Washington 
hss recently been added to by the appointment 
of John B. ProotoraaClvll Service Commissioner. 
He hss been elected President of the Commis- 
sion. His salary ia t3,S0O per year, but the ofBce 
will not be as profitable as the place In Kentucky 
which he relinquished. 

Crit Pearco has been appointed by Mr. Carlisle 
as disbursing clerk In the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey. Uis friends are glad of his gtxxl luck. 

J. D. Keboc, a.s you are doubtless aware, is In 
charge of the Treasury Printing Ut'lce, which 
employs over one hundred people.

After graduating he went int< i 
the newspaper bueiness and subeecjufntly 
started a CKjardin^ bcIkhiI for buy* at 
Kt'nnett square. He rwnoved his school 
to Media in 1874. and htix since conducted 
one of the moat succt'sfiful institutions in 
the country, ami one which ho» gained 
for itst'lf an onvialilo reputation as a pre- 
paratory schcxjl for young men. 

Mr. Shortlidge wsm a man of culture 
and refinement, and wan one of the rep- 
re.H('ntative dtizons of the town. Ili'took 
l»articular dtdight in athlcticti and wiw to 
be set-n almost dally engii^ftKl in outdcxir 
ei)orts with his pupHs. He hw fou|: chil- 
dren hy his tirijt Wlfll'> iVlHl^UOd about 
four years ti^o.
